A  Brief  History  of  Rush  Medical  College:

Rush  Medical  College  received  its  charter  on  March  2,  1837, 
two  days  before  the  city  of  Chicago.  At  that  time,  it  was  the 
first  institution  of  higher  learning  chartered  in  Illinois  and  one 
of  the  first  medical  schools  to  open  west  of  the  Allegheny 
Mountains. 

Rush  Medical  College  founder.  Dr.  Daniel  Brainard  (1812  - 
1866),  named  the  school  in  honor  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush  (1745 
-1813),  who  was  the  only  physician  with  formal  medical 
education  to  sign  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Dr.  Rush 
was  a  great  humanitarian  and  patriot  dedicated  to  community 
service  and  improvements  in  the  practice  of  medicine.  His 
prolific  writings  on  the  subject  of  mental  illness  earned  him  the 
title  "Father  of  American  Psychiatry." 

In  1843  with  a  class  of  twenty-two  students.  Rush  Medical 
College  officially  opened  its  doors  for  its  first  sixteen-week 
session.  During  its  first  century  of  operation  more  than  10,000 
physicians  received  their  training  at  Rush.  Many  of  these  Rush 
Alumni  played  pivotal  roles  in  the  advance  of  medicine  and 
medical  education,  while  embodying  the  spirit  of  humanism 
and  compassionate  service  that  continue  to  be  Rush's 
hallmarks. 

As  Chicago  grew,  so  did  Rush's  interaction  with  other  health 
care  organizations  such  as:  City  Hospital,  which  became  Cook 
County  Hospital  in  1866;  St.  Luke's  Hospital  established  in 
1864;  Presbyterian  Hospital  founded  in  1883  with  the  support 
of  the  Rush  faculty;  and  the  University  of  Chicago,  with  which 
Rush  Medical  College  was  affiliated  from  1898  to  1942. 


With  the  onset  of  World  War  II  and  the  completion  of  clinical 
facilities  on  the  Midway,  Rush  discontinued  its  undergraduate 
education  at  the  University  of  Chicago.  However,  the  library 
and  charter  were  maintained  by  a  group  of  Rush  Trustees,  and 
the  Rush  faculty  continued  to  teach  medical  students  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  at  Presbyterian,  and  later  Presbyterian-St 
Luke's  Hospital,  which  was  formed  through  a  merger  in  1956. 

In  1969,  Rush  Medical  College  joined  with  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's  Hospital  to  form  Rush-Presbyterian-St  Luke's  Medical 
Center,  and  in  1971,  Rush  Medical  College  reopened  with  a 
class  of  66  first-year  students  and  33  third-year  students.  The 
next  year.  Rush  Medical  College  became  part  of  the  newly 
formed  Rush  University,  which  also  included  the  College  of 
Nursing,  the  College  of  Health  Sciences,  and  The  Graduate 
College.  In  2003,  the  Medical  Center  officially  changed  its 
name  to  Rush  University  Medical  Center,  to  reflect  the 
important  role  education  and  research  play  in  furthering  its 
mission  of  compassionate  patient  care. 

The  original  logo  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  was  an  anchor 
cross,  an  early  Chrisfian  symbol  drawn  from  the  scripture  and 
representing  faith  and  hope.  When  Rush  merged  with 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  in  1969,  the  stylized  version  seen  today 
was  developed  to  remind  those  educated  through  Rush  of  the 
mission  and  values  of  the  institution.  The  anchor-cross  lives 
on  in  the  seal  of  Rush  University  (below). 
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The  Rush  Medical  College  seal  was  deigned  by  Rush  faculty 
and  adopted  in  1878.  On  the  face  of  the  seal,  ^sculapius'  two 
daughters,  Hygeia  (left)  and  Panacea  (right),  lead  Hygeia's 
son,  Telephorus.  to  the  altar  of  ^sculapius,  the  Greek  god  of 
healing.  In  Greek  mythology,  these  two  goddesses  often 
assisted  their  father  with  rites  of  healing,  while,  Telephorus 
was  traditionally  known  as  the  Greek  god  of  convalescence. 
On  the  altar  is  the  fire  of  healing  knowledge,  symbolizing  the 
hope  that  future  generations  will  advance  medical  knowledge 
and  healing.  The  inscription  beneath  the  altar  is  the  year  Rush 
was  founded  ( 1 837)  in  roman  numerals.  The  Latin 
abbreviation  around  the  seal  (Collegii  Medicinae  Rushiensis 
Sigillum)  stands  for  "Seal  of  Rush  Medical  College,  Chicago."
